Promptiy at noon Mayor Wells was es- 
corted into the chamber by a joint Council 
and House committee, consisting of Coun- 
elimen Dais, Thompson and Lawler and 
Delegates Wiedman and Gazzolo. The com- 
mittee accompanied him to the front of the 
speaker's desk.

ROJESTVENSKY’S STRATEGY

ST. PETERSBURG, April 11.—A _ battle 
to the death at the Straits of Formosa is 
the prediction of the orficers of the ad- 
and confident that Admiral Rojestvensky 
will turn the tide of Russia's fortunes by 
crushing Admiral Togo's fleet. ? 

The scattering of the Russian squadron, 
which is occasioning so much comment 
and calling forth te criticism of naval 
critics the world over, is creating no ex- 
citement or worry here, but is rather 
causing he Officials to smile knowingly 
and advise patience. 

It is the generally accepted belief that 
the move is a part of the Russian com- 
nders plan, designed to have the effect 
it is producing—to cause wonderment and 
puzzle the strategist.

ROOSEVELT WILL 


CONTINUE CHASE 
TWO MORE DAYS 
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President Is Having Such a Good 
Time on Hunting Trip in Pas- 
ture Reserve That He Has De- 
cided to Stay Until Saturday. 


CHIEF THE BEST OF 
THE HUNTING PARTY. 


After Riding in the Lead the En- 
tire Day the Colonel Quit Fresh- 
est of the Party—‘In at the 
Death” of Three Wolves.

FREDERICK, O. T., April 11.—President 
Roosevelt is having such a goudl, ime 
during his hunt in the pasture reserve that 
he has ‘ecided to prolong his hunting 
trip her ‘wo days longer than the time 
he originx y intended, and will stay here 
until Saturday. 

The President's decis#»n is taken as a 
high compliment by the ecawboys, who have 
been conducting his hunting trip, and they 
have promised him a royal time for the 
extra two days. 

Three scalps—not Indian, but wolf—were 
netted as the result of th sident's first 
day’s hunt in Oklahoma e start was 
made at daybreak and unti na pack of 
49 hounds, followed by the h rs mounted 


on fleet ponies, galloped across the ee 


in chase of the quarry. 

At noon a rest was taken and an fe: 
later the ride was resumed with the : 
dent in the lead, though by this time all 
but 10 of the party that started in the early 
morning had dropped from the chase, be- 
ing worn out with the fatigue of riding. 

The President apparently possesses an 
iron physique, for in the evening when the 
hunters returned he was among the fresh- 
est of the party. 

After supper last night the party sat 
around the camp fire and recounted the ex- 
periences of the day, the President receiv- 
ing much praise for being “in at the fin- 
ish"’ every time. His horsemanship, too. 
was the cause of favorable comment among 
the plainsmen. 

The party retired shortly after § o'cloek 
and daybreak this morning again found 
them in the saddle ready to begin the sec- 
ond day's hunt. 


Rain Will Aid Hunters. 


Rain fell during the night and clouds 
this morning looked ominous, but the 
weather had no dampening cffect upon 
the spirits of the hunters. Rather, it was 
declared that the “scent hounds” would 
be better able to pick up a “hot” trail.

Damage by Wind and Hail Report- 
ed From Missouri, Mississippi, 
Illinois and Ohio Towns. 


MOBERLY, Mo., April 11.—Considerabie 
damage by wind and in some localitics by 
hail was done in this part of the atate 
yesterday, Caught under the brickyards 
chimney, blown down by last night’s gaualc, 
an unidentified man was killed here. ‘Gol- 
den City reports serioue injury to /ruit 
trees by hail. Several buildings in this 
vicinity were struck by lightning. 


COLUMEUS, O., April 11.—Southern and 
edutheastern Ohio sufferéd heavily in yes- 
terday's atorm. Several children were pain- 
fully, but not seriously, injured by the fall 
of the Thire Street Presbyterian Church 
steeple here. The little ones were rehears- 
ing a play in Memorial Hall when the stee- 
ple crashed through the roof. Many church 
steeples and countless chimneys at towns 
throughout the state were blown down and 
a number of roofs lifted off by the win.

Minister States That Revolution- 
ary Move He Feared Was 
Made, but Did Not Succeed. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The state de- 
partment has received from Minister Pow- 
ell, at Port au Prince, a letter that throws 
lights on his mossage of March 3 suggest- 
ing that a warship be sent to Monte 
Christo because a revolution was planned 
for April 4. 

The mail advices show that Minister 
Powell was informed of plans for the sail- 
ing for Monte Christo of Jiminez revolu- 
tionists. According to newspaper messages 
the revolutionists appeared, but they did 
not accomplish anything. 

The letter is interesting at this time on 
account of the efforts belne made by the 
Haytian winister to discredit Minister Pow- 
ell with the administration.

As “Black Pope,” Native Jesuit 
Would Be Powerful Figure 
in Church. 


A cablegram from Rome announces that 
Rev. Father Martin, superior general of 
the Jesuits, has just undergone amputa- 
tion of the right arm as the result of 
malignant cancer, and a special dispatch 
from New York states that little hope 


is entertained of being able hereafter 
to direct the aff of the Society of Jesus 
and that it tf ected that Father Ru- 


dolph L. Meyer, a native of St. Louis, 
will be his successor as the Jesuits’ su- 


peror-general, 

The cancer from which 
is suffering is pronounced incurable, and 
his physicians say that amputation of 
the arm is the only means of even pro- 
longing his life. At first, owing to his ad- 
vanced age, the surgeons refused to per- 
form the operation, but it was finally de- 
cided upon as a last resort. The patient 
rallied well after the operation, and his 
condition is reported as improved, although 
there is no expectation of such a result as 
the permanent elimination of the cancer. 

Should Father Meyer, who was born in 
St. Louls Novy. 8, 1841, and was graduated 
from St. Louls University in June, 1858, 
succeed to the office now held by Father

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STRENUOUS POLICE STUNTS. 

President Stewart of the Board of Police Commissioners has 
made his intentions clear with regard to the enforcement of the 
Sunday laws against saloons. He and Excise Commissioner Mul- 
vihill agree in stating that saloons must close from midnight 
Saturday until midnight Sunday, under penalty of arrest, prose- 
cution and forfeiture of license. ; 

President Stewart has also declared his intention to close al! 
barber shops,-billiard and poo! halls, to stop horse racing, cards 
and other games, except baseball, and to restrict the sales of 
drug stores to medicines. The specific intentions cease at this 
point, but they are supplemented with an indorsement of Gov. 
Folk’s dictum that all the laws must be enforced to the letter, 
without discretion, and with the statement that the law against 
exposing goods for sale on Sunday will be enforced. Chiet 
Kiely makes an exception in favor of the Jewish shopkeepers 
who observe Saturday. 

Under this prohibition nothing can be sold on Sunday except 
the contents of Jewish shops and provisions which must be 
fresh daily. 

But there is another provision of the law not referred to by 
President Stewart. Sec. 2240, concerning Sabbath breaking, 
provides: 

“Every person who shall either labor himself, or compel or 
permit his apprentice or servant, or any other person under his 
charge or control, to labor or perform any work other than the 
household offices of daily necessity, or other works of necessity 
or chatity, or who shall be guilty of hunting game or shooting 
on the first day of the week, commonly called Sunday, shal) be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and fined not exceeding $50.” 

The Supreme Court, in passing upon the validity of the Sun. 
day laws, observed that the “object of the act is to enforce the 
observance of the Sabbath * * * The policy of our laws is to 
compel the observance of the Sabbath as a day of rest, * * * 
that a genera! law prohibiting all kinds of labor on Sunday may 
not only be passed, but that we have such a law upon our stat- 
ute books, is indisputable.” The law is sweeping with reference 
to labor, and under the dictum of Gov. Folk and his commis- 
sioners that all the laws must be enforced without discretion or 
discrimination, every wheel and hand whose activity is not neces- 
sary to health and safety must cease work on Sunday. How far 
does this prohibition apply to the street car Sunday schedules, 
which are arranged to carry pleasure seekers from place to 
place? Certainly liveries and private carriages, requiring the 
labor of hostlers and coachmen fall under the prohibition. Does 
not the movement of freight trains on Sunday consitute a viola- 
tion of the law? 

Whether the gubernatorial dictum will work as well as it 
sounds remains to be determined by trial, but it must be fol- 
lowed consistently or it falls to the ground. If adhered to by 
the authorities Sunday will be a restful day for law-abiding 
people and a busy one for the police. Gov. Folk has laid out a 
strenuous stunt for the police and the courts in attempting to

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LA FOLLETTE IN THE SENATE. 

The opinion that Mr. La Follette will have no influence in 
the Senate beyond the measure of his vote, is based upon the ex- 
perience of other ardent men who have tried to break the sacred 
everlasting calm of that body immediately after entering it. 

La Follette may be extinguished. But it must be kept in 
mind that he claims to represent a new public force. He is not 
a@ mere individual with a head full of his own notions. He is a 
representative man and he will be the spokesman of a cause, 
the exact force of which has not been measured, but which is 
acknowledged to be considerable. Beveridge amused the Senate 
for a time and then was snuffed out because his word began 
and ended with Beveridge. Stone suffered a similar fate be- 
cause he brought no public credit with him. He is merely 
Stone. 

La Follette’s influence will depend upon the sentiment out of 
doors. The rules of the Senate are against him. The senators 
do not like to be disturbed. But if, in La Follette’s voice, they 
detect the tones of a public demand they will sit up and take 
notice. 

The traditions of the Senate are conservative; and rightly so. 
But to predict that such a tradition will never yield to the spirit 
of progress is to belittle the character of an assembly which, 
with all its shortcomings, is yet the best embodiment of Ameri- 
can common sense. La Follette will compel the rules and tra- 
ditions to give ground if he can make it plain that he stands 
for more than La Follette. 
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It is quite possible for a state or a mation to advance morally, 
even when there are discouraging conditions. Gov. Folk’s state- 
ment that in the last three years there have been more bribery 
trials in the courts than in a hundred preceding years gives 
hope of an improved civilization.

They claim 
that, at the most liberal .estimate of the 
receipts, each player's share would scarce- 
ly reach $200, which they think is not fair 
compensation for the strain and tribula- 
tion undefgone in winning the league 
championship, and then going on without 
rest and exerting every energy in a series 
with the best team in the rival league. 
They argue that a championship team is 
always a big money-maker for its owner, 
who should be willing to share more lib- 
erally with his hired men, who have made 
it possible fer bin to acquire much gold 
and glory. They admit that they enjoy 


the honor of being champions, but that 
ball players, like most other people, are 
out for the coin, and that the best players 
deserve more generous recognition than has 
been provided by the commission, They 
hold that a barnstorming series of exhibi- 
tion games, after the regular season closes, 
would net them: much more than a cham- 
pionship series under the rules adopted. 
Now. as in all probability the world’s 
series will be decided before contracts ex- 
pire on Oct. 15, the players will be obliged 
to play under the rules, if the owners of 
the championship clubs insist, as they 
surely will, uniess one of them should hap- 
pen to be John T. Brush, who might back 
down, as he did last fall. But the cham- 
pions don't need to worry, and they will 
only hurt themselves with the public by 
starting a crusade for more money months 
before it is settled what teams are going 
to be entitled to the chance.

Proved to him that many persons sup- 
posed to be incurably insane were merely 
‘possessed,”’ and that by the information 
thus gained he has been able to ‘‘cast 
out” the devils and restore the patients to 
sanity. 

“Tite most important fact in society,” 
declares Dr. Wickland, “is the knowledge 
that we have a spirit life, and that the 
spirit lives after us and has power to take 
possession of others. This power applies 
to evil spirits as well as good ones. Un- 
less we learn the secrets of the spirit 
World we are easy prey for their ruthless 
Spirits that seek to carry out their evil 


designs. 

“When we have thus fallen under the 
control of an evil spirit we will either be 
insane, kill ourselves, or some one else, 
or be guilty of some action that sane peo- 
ple would not do. A knowledge of the 
secrets of the spirit world will enable us 
to guard against this contro] by evil spir- 
its, When the truths of spiritualism once 
become common property the world will 
be better ana papper than it has ever 
been.
